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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on November 12, 2002 in which 
applicant reinstates claims 34-64, 69-1 15, and 1 18-130, amends claims 34, 45, 47, 50, 53, 56, 62, 69, 74, 
84, 86, 89, 92, 95, 98, 101, 104, 109-1 15, 1 18-1 19, and 124-130, and responds to the claim rejections. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 65-68, and 116-117, drawn to a gaming device having a path, a fleeing and 
chasing element, a processor that causes the fleeing and chasing elements to move along 
the path, and the processor causing a speaker to generate a sound effect when the chasing 
element is within said predetermined proximity of the fleeing element classified in class 
463, subclass 6. 

II. Claims 1 3 1 -22 1 , drawn to a gaming device having a target, a plurality of targets and non- 
targets, a processor for causing the selection, classified in class 463, subclass 20. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different functions, or 
different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different inventions, although 
both games, describe two different games. Group I is a game that includes a path, and fleeing and chasing 
elements that is part of many children's games, such as Chutes and Ladders or Monopoly. Group II is a 
game that has targets and non-targets which could elements in a dartboard game. Therefore, theses 
inventions are unrelated and properly restricted. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for 
Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election of 
the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
